(b) If an enployer pays wages in cash to an enpl oyee who

at the tine of paynent owes a duty to nake paynments for the

support of a child under an order for support as defined in

the I ncone Wthholding for Support Act and if that paynent of

wages in cash enables the enpl oyee to evade his or her duty

to make paynents for the support of a child under that order

for support, then the enployer conmmits a business offense by

maki ng that paynent of wages in cash.
